There were 600 patients in the in- 


stitution when the fire broke out and 
85, considered among the most dan- 
gerous, were confined in 
the filth 


floor. 
The asylum was located on 


the mountain outside of the city and 
in an almost inaccessible position, 
so far as the city 
firemen 
were 
concerned. 


The fire was marked by a display 


of heroism on the part of the doc- 
tors, nurses and attendants seldom 
equalled in the history of 
Canada. 


Many of the patients were absolutely 
helpless from disease that confined 
them to their beds. 
Others, their 


reason gone, so that the instinct of 
self preservation was entirely 
ab- 


sent, saw in the leaping flames and 
crackling sparks merely the splendid 
spectacle presented for their entei- 
tainment. 
The result was that in 


numerous instances the endangered 
inmates of the wards had to be fair- 
ly lifted to the shoulders of the hos- 
pital force and carried into the road. 


Most of the fatalities occuued on 


the top floor, where the hopelesslj 
insane were confined.

RUSH WOMEN TO SAFETY 


Stock of Properties Involved is 


Held Mostly by Amer- 


icans. 


El Oro, State of Mexico, Mexico. 


Aug. 1.—In repelling a mob of strik- 
ing miners who freed the prisoners 
in the local jail the troops 
fired, 


killing 14 and wounding others. 


The strikers were from La Esper- 


anza mine, which they abandoned., 
Yesterday afternoon the men in the 
Mexico mine, an adjoining property, 
walked out, and it is expected by tho 
ruen of the El Oro mine that a strike 
will be called here some time today. 


Fearing they might be the 
vic- 


tims of an anti-foreign demonstra- 
tion, many of the American women 
were sent out of the camp on a spe- 
cial train over the El Oro mining rail- 
road to Tuienanmo, from which place 
they were taken to Mexico City over 
the National line. 


The fears were based upon a cir* 


cular recently issued by the miners, 
in w Mch Americans were bitterly as- 
sailed. 


Moie than 4000 men, representing 


the undei ground forces of the Mexi- 
co i.nd La Esperanza mines, are out. 
and it these men should be joined' 
by those in the El Oro, the number; 
of strikers would 
number approxi- 


mately 7000. 
They demand higher 


wages, but it was stated officially to- 
day that the properties would 
be 


closed down before increases would 
be gi anted. 


One hundred soldiers 
have been 
sent from Toluca the state capital, 
to El Oro, and President De La Bar- 
ra has promised additional protec- 
tion, 
it is expected 1000 soldiera 


will be here today from the capital. 


The garrison originally consisted, 


of f.O state troops and 25 rurales. 


Trouble began early. 
The ruralea 


had arrested a few of the strikers, 
and tho idle men determined to setj 
them free. 
Arming themselves with; 


nothing better than chunks of gold- 
bearing ore, they started up the one 
stieet of the town toward the jail-. 
throwing 
stones as they 
went at 


such buildings as 
offended 
their 


sight. 
They shouted their defiance 


at the rurales, who fired numerous 
shots. 


Before the mob fled, however, 1C 


had succeeded in freeing the piis- 
oners. 


Shutters were closed throughout 


the town and foreigners 
redoubled, 


their efforts to get the women out 
of danger.

All day the commander of the lit- 


tle garrison has been expecting more 
trouble from the gathering crowd «C 
strikers. 


Although far outnumbering tha 


soldiers, the strikers have few 
iC 


any arms, but 
in a 
big hardware 


store there is an abundance of guns* 
and it is assumed that should riot- 
ing lie lesumed this will be sacked. 


One danger ieared is fire. 
Unlike* 


most Mexican towns, El Oro is built 
not ot i>tone, but of wood. This, camp 
is commonly regdided as one of tho 
Holiest in the republic, the monthly 
output having leached a value 
ot 


about $2,r>00,000 gold. 


On the opposite sides of the moun- 


tain on which the El Oro properties 
;tre located, is the famous Dos Es- 
tralles, and it is feared that 
the 


•;ono men emp'ojed there may also 
join in the stuke.

'Washington, Aug. 1.—[Special.]—An- 


nouncement was made by the White 
House press people that a veto would 
meet the wool bill if the Lti Pol let te 
compromise or the Underwood bill 
should reach the president. The state- 
ment was not officially given out, but 
was made as soon us the La Follette 
bill had passed the senate. 


Senator Lodge, who is pretty close to 


the administration, had also given it 
as his opinion that after the president's 
message on the subject of the tariff 
board reports he would not sign any 
tariff bill that might be sent to him 
at this session. 


But even if there is a veto the fnct 


Is apparent that tariff revision is near 
at hand. The Democrats of the sen- 
ate with thirteen insurgents and two 
regulars like Nelson and Mccumber 
voting for great reductions lu the 
wool schedule and other Republicans 
joining them on other schedules mean 
that the reduction of the tariff is 
strong enough to carry. 
! 


Tariff Revision Near. 


Of course no tariff bill can be pass- 


ed, over the president's veto. As long 
as thirty-five Republican senators stand 
out ugaiust revision the president with 
his veto can stop tariff legislation. 
And yet revision is in the air. 
While 


several persons in authority say it will 
not be accomplished now, even Re- 
publican regulars say that there will 
be revision In the next session. 


The fact that the insurgents have 


been voting with the Democrats and 
Insuring the passage of tariff revision 
bills upsets many calculations In re- 
gard'to the adjournment of the pres- 
ent session. 
The Democratic- lenders • 


have said all along thnt If the senate 
would pass their tariff bills they would 
keep sending them over, but It was 
well known then that those leaders 
did not believe the senate would pass 
their bills. As a matter of politics, the 
Democrats would prefer to have as 
many vetoes as possible and conse- 
quently they will no doubt continue 
their tariff bills for some time. 


"It's Taft'a Session." 


"It's Taft's session," remarked a dis-

The 1911 midsummer meeting of the 


Ohio State Horticultural Society will 
be held at Torch Hill, south-eastern 
Athens county, September 19, 1911, In 
the orchard of J. E. Fultz. Torch Hill 
is located i>n the main line of the B. 
and O. S.-W. R R., 25 miles east of 
Athena, and is convenient of 
access 


from all parts of Ohio. 


For a number of years there has 


been an Insistent 
demand by 
the 


orchardlsts of Ohio, that the Ohio Ex- 
periment Station take up the problem 
ot fertilizing orchards. This the Sta 
tion has done on the poor soils o 
south-eastern Ohio, with results tha 
are worthy of travelling many miles to 
observe and study. In the Fultz orch 
ard is one of the several experlmenta 
blocks of fertilizer work being done 
under the Station's management. Twc 
years ago this orchard was considered 
by the owner as valueless—an incum- 
branee of'the ground. It was not only 
suffering extremely from lack of fer- 
tility, but from fungous diseases am 
insert nests 
which 
flourished 
un- 


checked. By spraying there has been 
a complete transformation in two sea- 
sons' time. The orchard is one of the 
most striking object lessons in 
the 


field of horticulture in Ohio today. The 
owner, within a few years, will be one 
of the foremost 
orchardists of 
our 


state, and his observant neighbors will 
become 
his 
worthy 
competitors 


through the lessons learned In this 
orchard.

HORRIBLE DEATH 


The Lima Times-Democrat tells the 


following thrilling story: Rescued un

little eight-year-old Margaret Suydam 
of Hume, a village located six miles 
southwest of Lima, finds herself toclaj 
the heroine of one of the most thrilling 
runaway accidents m years.

Lima relatives of the Suydam famlb 


had hired a horse and buggy at £ 
Iccal livery stable Wednesday morn 
ing and gone to the Suydam home 
When the horse 
was driven to 
n 


watering trough in the barnyard little 
Miss Margaret 
cumbered 
into 
the 


seat for a ride. The bridle and reelns 
were removed from the horse, which 
suddenly took fright at some strange 
object in the barroard, and, whirling 
about started on a mad career down 
the road. A few rods from the house, 
the horse turned irom the pike and 
galloped down the right-of-way of the 
Lake Erie and Western railroad 


Terrified by the realization of her 


peril, the little girl screamed for help. 
A number of section men who were 
working near the 
point where the 


horse leaped on the tracks attempted 
to halt the animal, but it dashed past 
them at breakneck speed. 


With rare presence of mind, John 


Suydam, father of the child, realizing 
that he could not hope to overtake the 
runaway afoot called to two section 
men and the three leaped upon a hand- 
car, which was standing nearby. With 
all their strength 
the 
three 
men 


pumped upon the handles of the cat- 
end sent it speeding along the track 
after the runaway horse. When thev 
leared the animal it took fright from 
;he noise of the car's approach and 
jroke into a dead run. 


For three miles the men continued 


:heir mad chase, shouting instructions 
to the little girl as they neared the 
careening vehicle. With a remarkable 
display of courage the child knelt up- 
on the cushion a;id thrust her hands 
over the back of the seat. 


Nearer and nearer the car approach- 
d the buggy, until the forward end 
was between the rear wheels of the ve- 
hicle.

it' always is at this midsummer per- 
iod. 
Ta<> Eastern Pig iron Associa- 


tion at its meeting early this month 
found that stocks have

In the south, stocks have

STONE TABLET 


ON OLD BRIDGE 


NEAR NEWARK 


Contains 
True 
Prophecy 
Carved 


Years Ago While lluilding the 


Autional Iload. 


Columbus O., Aug. 1.—When cho 


builders of the old National 
UojvJ 


erected a splendid stone bridge across 
a little rill ten miles west of Zanes- 
villo and 17 miles east of Newark, 
they put in place 
a 
stone 
tablet, 


where all who passed might read', 
bearing this remarkable inscription': 
"The Policy of the Nation, Reciproc- 
ity at 
Home 
and 
Abroad." 
That 


bridge was finished in 
1830, 
and 


there the tablet has stood a part of 
the barrier along the roadside for S I 
long yeais, bearing a prophec,y 
that 


was chiseled by careful hands in the 
time of Andrew .Tackson and that has 
at last borne fruit in the administra- 
tion Df William H. Taft. 


The Inline itself is a white stone 


structure with artistic lines, massive 
and durable. 
For more than eighty 


years it has stood there a monument 
to the foresight and energy of the 
pioneers who 
hewed the 
Nation.11 


Roiid tlirough the wilderness into the 
then "western country norm of the 
Ohio rivor." 
It was designed by a 


young Cerman engineer in the ser- 
vice of the government. 
In summer 


there seems no need of the elabor- 
ate stnifttlre .since not a drop of wa- 
ter flows under it now, but in fresh- 
et times the torrents rush from the 
surrounding hills and How down the 
little valley under the arch in a tur- 
bulent flood. 
Jt was to insuie tra\- 


elers along the government highway 
against such 
obstructions to pro- 


gross that the 
arch 
wa,s 
thrown 


over the stream bed, but why was 
the tablet with its inscription made 
a part of the structure. 


The bridge stands in a most pic- 


turesque 
surroundings. 
The hills 


and forests 
secluded it from 
long 


stretches of view and there are few 
and scattered inhabitants in the im- 
mediate vicinity. There is less hu- 
man activity in that section 
now 


than in earlier day.s because the rail- 
roads and traction lines have swung 
to the right or left to avoid the hills 
and development has 
followed 
the 
rails. 


So here, amid these 
picturesque 


surroundings, breathing of romance 
and the 
history of the famous ol 1 


highway the builders In that 
long 


ago chiseled into the stone tablet a 
slogan of the administration, 
"The 


Policy of the Nation, Recpirocity at 
Home and Abroad." 


It was the idofi of "reciprocity rt.t 


home," th« development 
of 
com- 


merce and brotherly pommunlratlon 
between the east and 
the 
"great 
. weal," that led to the construction 


of the National Road, but the idea 
of "reciprocity abroad" 
was 
even 


then in the minds of the men who 
directed the destinies of the young 
republic from the capitol and 
the 


White House. 
So it was 
probably 


with the sanction of President Jack- 
son himself that the tablet on this 
handsome stone bridge among 
the 


Ohio hills bore the inscription that 
now seems like 
a 
prophecy 
from 


out of the far past.

FAMOUS EARTHWORKS 


OF LICKING COUNTY 


Professor of Physiography of Pitts- 


burg School Describes AVork 


of Mound Builders. 
\, 


«The ancient earthworks 
of which 


Newark is justly proud, received prom- 
inent mention in an article appearing 
in the Sunday issue of the Pittsburg 
Dispatch. The article is entitled "The 
Komance of the Earth's History," and 
is written by J. Gordon Ogden, profes- 
sor of physiography of 
the 
Central 


High School at Pittsburg. 


In connection with a small sketch 


of one of the mouncls the following is 
used: 
The famous earthworks at Newark, 


Ohio, are worthy of more extended 
description than the limits 
of this 


article will permit. Anyone who is at 
all interested in tbe subject of Arch- 
eology should make a pilgrimage to 
these celebrated remains. 
They are 


without doubt the best preserved pre- 
historic works in the United States, 
and remain practically as they were 
laid out by the Mound Builders. These 
works include a "Great Circle," 
an 


"Observatory Circle," an "Octagon," a 
"Square," and a number of smaller en- 
closures and mounds. 


The wall of the Great Circle varies 


in width from 35 feet to 55 feet, and its 
height from 5 feet to 14 feet. It is al- 
most 1,200 feet in diameter, and is not 
a true circle. The Observatory Circle 
has an average* height of 4 1-2 feet, 
and a diameter of 1,055 feet. It is al- 
most a mathematically correct circle. 
The Great Octagon, so called from its 
«hape, has walls averaging 3 feet in 
height and 1,400 feet in length. 
The 


square is a smaller enclosure, origin- 
ally connected with the Great Circle by 
a series of parallels. It is not a perfect 
square, but tbe deviation is slight. 


Possibly the most interesting of all 


the earthworks left to UK ;ih a heritage 
by the Mound Builders is the Great 
Serpent Mound, 
located in 
Adams 


county, Ohio. It is most conveniently 
reached from the village of Peebles, a 
station on the Norfolk and Western 
railroad, about 72 miles east of Cincin- 
nati.

(in feet wide. The tail is twisted into 
three close coils. The whole work is 
beautiful in its symmetry and correct 
in its proportions. The coils art! even 
and remarkably well rounded. 
In the 


center of the ogg enclosure there is a 
heap of stones, the remains 
of 
an 


ancient fireplace whence 
the 
Mound 


Builders were wont to flash signals for 
miles in every direction.

State School Commissioner Fiank W. 
Miller and draw salaries of $2,000. The 
term of each is for two years. 


The law under which they were an- 


pointed is entitled "an act to provide 
for the teaching of agriculture in the 
common school? of the state " The 
state school commissioner superin- 
tends this education. The new super- 
visors are school men 
and 
former 


school principals or superintendent?. 


The 
duty of 
each supervisor is 


clearly mapped out for him bv the law 
He must visit and co-operate with the 
boards of education in his district in 
mapping out a course- of study in ag'-i- 
culture best adapted to the needs of 
the people in tho district. 


HP must visit the county teacher'' 


institute in every countv in his dis- 
trict 
and 
give 
public instruction in 


the teaching of agriculture with the 
state board of agriculture and give it 
all the aid possible irt promoting: the 
interests of agricultinal societies in es- 
tablishing , school children's nzricul- 
tural exhibits at county fairs. In short, 
the supervisor must do r.'u ~iTTiin his 
power to advance and extend the agri- 
cultural movement.
